AUSPICIOUS ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR 
GREAT REUNION OF GRADUATES TO BE 
HELD DURING FOUR DAYS NEXT OCTOBER 



Students To Take Part in Centennial Celebration— Program 
Replete With Interesting Fixtures— McGill-Toronto 
Rugby Game To Be a Feature-^Sciëntific Démonstra- 
tion, Dinners, Dance and Other Entertainments- 
Several Thousand Graduates Expected. 



The hundredth anniversary of Old 
McGill will bo fittingly celebrated 
next October by the Graduates' Re- 
union, when men from all over the 
world will gather together to forgo 
anew their links with their Alma 
Mater. Already circular Invitations 
have been sent to all the living grad- 
uates, and up to the present more 
than eight hundred acceptances have 
been reoeived by the committee, who 
expect that In all there will be at 
last three thousand graduates taking 
part In the reunion. 

The celebration will extend over 
four days, from Wednesday, October 
12th, to Saturday, October 15th, so 
hat there will be ample time for all 
to renew their old friendships and 
visit their friends In the University 
ot their leisure. 

The programme, as will be seen, Is 
>ne that offers a wide variety of at- 
tractions calculated to suit the most 
fastidious taste. On Wednesday, the 
graduates on arriving will register, 
following which they will proceed to 
their several faculties, where 
luncheons will be served and the 
visitors will havo an opportunity of 
meeting their old friends, and also of 
making arrangements for class re- 
unions, dinners, etc. Tickets for the 
various functions and entertainments 
will be issued at this time. It is 
hoped that by the latter part of the 
afternoon the class arrangements will 
be completed, so that all may have an 
opportunity of attending the Princi- 
pal's reception to be held in the Art 
Gallery for the graduates, their wives 
and families. 

On Wednesday «venins, as a form 



of welcome, the Students' Council has 
undertaken to arrange a. student en- 
tertainment, whiclrVill probably take 
the form of an outdoor fete or "show" 
on the campus. The arrangements 
for this are in the hands of the under- 
graduate body, and with the talent 
latent among the students many novel 
and entertaining features are a cer- 
tainty. The oommfttee feel very 
strongly that every faff ort should be 
put forward to -makejthlB a first-class 
exhibition, as not only will It serve 
as a groat welcome to the graduates 
on the first day, but also it will bring 
back to their minds in a striking 
manner the memories of their student 
days, so that men who have been 
closely occupied in their various pur- 
suits will have re-awakened in them 
the University spirit, and will enter 
into the proceedings with that sense 
of "camaradie" which alone will make 
the reunion a success. - , 

On Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
mornings there will be special ar- 
rangements in each faculty for 
scientific programmes, which will in- 
alude special clinics at all the hos- 
pitals dealing with the most advanced 
work, demonstrations in . the En- 
gineering, Physics . and . Chemistry 
buildings, trips to various industrial 
plants, Macdonald College, etc.

Big Task To Be Completed 
for Graduates' Reunion.

Appeal for Material for Col- 
lege Songster to Under- 
graduates at Large. 

The Students' Council has sanc- 
tioned the formation of a permanent 
committee to undertake the publica- 
tion of the new edition of the McGill 
Song Book. As is well known, there 
is no song book worthy of the name 
at McGill. There was one compiled 
In 1895, but It is hopelessly out of 
date, and does not even contain "Hall, 
Alma Mater." A' certain Montreal 
bookseller has had thlo work reprinted 
without revision, but it does not seem 
to bave met the great demand for a 
collection of the best McGill songs- 

The graduates are daily demanding 
a McGill Song Book, and there is none 
to offer them. It is a crying disgrace 
that McGill graduates and under- 
graduates should have to purchase 
either an out of date work, or one, 
however excellent, published by an 
alien institution. It is a simple mat- 
ter to remove this blot on our escut- 
cheon, and the season is peculiarly 
appropriate. In (he autumn therejwill 
be the McGill Centenary Reunion, 
which will gather together the most 
famous of McGill's sons once more to 
sing her most worthy praise. Truly, 
a Heaven-sent opportunity for the 
present students of McGill to show 
I their appreciation by providing the 
necessary paeans of rejoicing. 

The book will be published as econ- 
omically as possible; it is hoped to 
place the work on the market for $1.00 
or $1.25 at the outside. The size of 
the book is hard to determine, but it 
will depend largely upon the price of 
printing. It is hoped to produce be- 
i Iween 100 and 150 songs, but the 
j upper limit will of course be a matter 
of (he actual cost of production. There 
are a large number of songs floating 
around college which ought to be in, 
and appeals have been made by letter 
to a number of organizations. Un-

Convocation will be held, when vari- 
jous distinguished graduates will re- 
ceive higher degrees. The Convoca- 
tion will be followed by an academic 
procession from the Royal Victoria 
College to the old campus, where a 
garden party will be held under the 
auspices of the McGill Women's 
Union. About an hour of the time 
allotted for the garden party will be 
taken up with special pageant feat- 
ures, to which the natural setting of 
the grounds is so well adapted. Thurs- 
day evening will be taken up with 
class dinners, etc. 

On Friday afternoon thn University 
Sports will be held in the Stadium. 
On Friday evening there will be a 
reception and dance held in the Medi- 
cal Building, Engineering Building, 
and In the Royal Victoria College. 
Tickets for this function will allocate 
the graduates to their respective 
faculties. 

On Saturday afternoon the big at- 
traction will be the Toronto-McGlll 
football game. A novel feature will 
be the graduates' procession in front 
of the stands at half time, when they 
will be led by the oldest graduate 
present. The usual exercises of the 
student body will bo carried out in 
the centre of the field at the same 
time. 

Saturday evening will be taken up 
with final class dinner* and celebra- 
tions, which will bring the pro- 
gramme of the reunion to a close. As 
stated above, the response has been 
very gratifying, a feature being the 
keen wish manifested everywhere for 
co-operation with the committee, who 
feel that this same spirit which en- 
abled ' the graduates to exceed their 
objective of one million dollars in the 
•late campaign, will ensuve the sue 
cess of the Reunion and hel/ to make 
every graduate present look back in 



future years on October 12th to 16th, 
1931, as one of the happiest times of 
hjs life.

Men Should Turn Out Early 
To Learn New 
Rules. 



Football at McGill this fall prom 
ises to have one of the most brilliant 
seasons in its history. 

The first game of the season is 
scheduled to lake place on October 15, 
the final day of the Centennial Cele- 
bration. This contest, which will be 
with Varsity, will in all probability 
attract the largest crowd which has 
ever watched local football. Out-of- 
town graduates to the number of al- 
ouost one thousand will be in Montreal 
at the time, and they, as well as all 
the local "grads," will not miss seeing 
the old rivals in action. 

Another drawing card of the season 
will be the game with Syracuse Uni 
versity on November 5. This will 
mark the first step towards putting 
Canadian football on a basis with the 
game in the United States. So far, 
the^Canadlan game haB been heard of 
little "by our southern neighbors, and 
it rests with McGill to create a 
favorable impression of our merits. 
Syracuse has been represented for the 
last few years by a strong team, and 
not long ago they were AU-American 
champions. Thus, in the Orange 
aggregation, McGill meets a stiff 
proposition. 

It is generally felt that the football 
team has not been obtaining suffi- 
cient good material in the past few 
years, and all efforts will be made 
to bring out every eligible man with 
ability on the gridiron. The spring 
training served at least to show that 
there is a large number of men aT 
McGill who possess the necesrary 
weight and can bo taught the game. 
These men have not turned out in 
the past because of their lack of ex- 
perience, but are urged to come out 
r.ext fall and learn the game. To 
further this object, also, the Football 
executive are planning to couduct an 
efficient inter-fa:ulty league, and 
hopo, with the co-operation of the

Building- Program Decided Upon— Session in Arts and 
Law To Be Prolonged — Two Convocations Will Hence- 
forth Be Held — Gymnasium and Dormitories To Be 
Erected Immediately .

• To-day marks the last appearance of the "Daily" for the session 
1920-21, and its passing adds another student activity to the long 
list of those which have already ceased for the year. In accordance 
With past- custom, this number is specially dedicated to the members 
of the graduating year. For them, the close of the college year has 
tn altogether esoteric importance, marking" as it does the culmina- 
Stfon of four or more long, studious years, and at the same time set- 
ting a period upon experiences which have been, in most cases, uni- 
formly pleasant. " 

I To this year's graduates, therefore, we extend our heartiest 
congratulations, and at the same time our sincere regret at the pros- 
pect of losing them. To them is accorded, for the first time, the 
distinction of graduating from a University which has passed its 
first century, and as such they have the privilege and the duty of 
rounding off in fitting fashion a hundred years of useful accomplish 
ment. 

Perhaps the time has not yet come when those of us who are 
graduating this year can realize how much we have gained from our 
college course. We are unable to appreciate in true perspective 
the relative values of the things which we have done and learned 
Some of the more unfortunate are leaving college with a degree, 
but without an education in the true sense of the word. These are 
the few misguided ones who failed to realize the opportunities within 
♦,he|r grasp for expanding their sympathies and their personality, 
rheir sin was absorption and not development, and through that 
error they missed the better part of college life. 

! But these constitute a very, small minority. For the most part, 
ihe graduates ot the year can look back with pleasure to the ex- 
periences through which they have passed. The friendly intercourse, 
the social pleasures, the friendly rivalry on rink and gridiron all 
blend together into one delectable memory. 

It is little wonder, then, that the tie between graduates and 
Iheir Alma Mater remains so binding and so real. Particularly ia 
this the case with McGill, as has been amply demonstrated during 
the past year, and as -will be shown again this coming autumn. The 
word "McGill" is synonymous with all that stands for good-fellow- 
ehip' and happy memories, and each successive year but adds its 
quota to the number -of- those., who share' the same Sentiments of 
(affejstion. . v , 

-But apart from the' emotional appeal, there is undoubtedly a 
wide field open to those who are prepared to show their gratitude 
jto "their Alma Mater in a practical fashion. The graduates of the 
University can, and do in the case of McGill, exert an enormous 
influence upon the spirit and progress of the college. In the 
Graduates' Society is located a focus for jtheir ftollege spirit,": 
End to those who are sincere in their protestations of gratitude, 
DO better means exists of benefitting McGill than by joining 'the 
society and sharing injhe various enterprises which they direct. 



Decisions of. great moment to the 
students at McGill' were reached by 
the Corporation of McGill University 
Which met yesterday. This informa- 
tion, which has been eagerly awaited 
byJits undergraduates, was divulged 
by Dr. J. A.' Nicholson, when Inter- 
viewed by the - "Daily" representa- 
tive. 

The .matter of possibly paramount 
interest Is the building programme 
as contained in the report from the 
Board of Governors to Corporation. 
The first provision Is made for an 
extension of the Old Medical building 
to accommodate the departments ot 
Physiology. Bio-Chemistry, Zoology 
and Botany. , In addition to this a 
gymnasium and dormitories are to be 
included In one building. The first 
floor will be given over to gymnasium 
work, while the upper three storeys 
will be given over to sleeping and 
rooming quarlers. The site of this 
Will be just below the stadium, where 
already considerable ground has been 
Cleared so as to enable the early com- 
mencement of operations. No doubt 
this last announcement regarding the 
erection of a gymnasium and dormi- 
tories will meet with unanimous ap- 
proval from the student body, on the 
handicap placed upon Athletics by 
the lack of the former, and tho incon- 
venience caused to out-of-town men 
by insufficient rooming premises has 
been only too apparent. At the most 
there will be only two items in the 
proposed building extension com- 
pleted this year; due to the fact that 
much saving of expendituro will be 
effected by delaying for a certain 
period. However, Dr. Nicholson 
stated explicitly that the gymnasium 
and dormitories, would be mentioned 
among these two.' 

Notable additions are lo bo made to 
the library, ot which mention is made 
elsewhere in these columns- Also, 
a complete remodelling of the Interior 
of the Arts building Is projected— 
which proposât will meet, needless to 
say, with hilarious endorsement by 
the frequenters of the edifice at the 
head of McGill College avenue. A 
structure is planned to cater to the 
needs of the metallurgists and min- 
ing engineers, .thus leaving the Che- 
mistry building free for the study 
and teaching of 'chemistry alone. 
\ The length of , the term in Arts and 
Law Is to be increased, beginning 
with the session. 1922-23— the year 
after next. In Arts lectures will 
commence as usual about October the 
first, but will continue till the last 
of April, final examinations taking 



place during the month of May, The 
Faculty of Law will open this year 
on the nineteenth of September, and 
on every succeeding year on, or about 
that date; their term has been length- 
ened correspondingly to that of Arts. 
A common convocation id contem- 
plated lo be participated In by all 
McGill students, and will take place 
about June the first. Medicine and 
Science will have no difficulty in con- 
forming to this plan as their session 
now takes them well into the latter 
weeks of May. 

There will be in the future two 
regular convocations, replacing the 
one regular gathering now being ad- 
hered to. June the first will be the 
time of the first, at which all facul- 
ties will be represented. The second 
will come off on October the sixth, 
Founders' Day, when a whole holiday 
will be declared for the undergradu- 
ates. This latter is particularly for 
the benefit of thoBe who may obtain 
their degrees through the supplemen- 
tal examinations In September, and 
also for those who may be deterred 
by illness or other causes from taking 
part in the spring convocation. 

The curriculum of tho Law faculty 
are entirely reversed. Two courses, 
B.CL. and LL.B. will be given each 
to be of three years duration. Tho 
standard of admission has 'likewise 
been raised. A senior matriculation 
standing, or as Its equivalent, a year 
in Arls, will be required of any In- 
tending to study for either of the 
above degrees. The degree of Ba- 
chelor of Common Law is especially 
suggested for any purposing follow- 
ing law In Quebec, while the degree 
of Bachelor of Laws Is recommended 
for practice elsewhere. These new 
provisions will come Into force next 
year. 

There has also been 2 several 
changes made in the system of the 
Medical faculty. Up to the present 
there have been two heads of each 
department of Clinical teaching— one 
representative from each of the two 
hospitals, the Royal Victoria and the 
Montreal General. There will now 
bo only one head chosen irrespective 
of his hospital. 

McGill will send a representative 
to the Imperial Conference, in Lon- 
don next June, to be composed of: 
Principal Sir Arthur Curriéj Dean 
Adams. Dean Birkett, and ; . #x-Dean 
Lee. 

Lastly a committee was ' appointed 
to consider and to Investigate the ad- 
visability and the practicability of 
limiting the number of matriculants 

into McGill.

Among the proposals adopted for 
increasing facilities around McGill 
was that of the extension of the Red- 
path Library. Plans submitted have 
been approved, and the contract will 
probably be let in the near future. 
The addition will be in the form of a 
wing connecting with the present 
southern extremity of the building.

Blackader Library of Ornithology, 
this taking up all the space except 
that required for 96,000 volumes- 
Above this will be an exhibition room, 
which will be used, for exhibition 
purposes until required for,8t)»ck ac- 
commodation. Thp Law Library is at 
present in the building, but it is an- 
ticipated that its removal will enable 
the room now in use being used as a 
permanent exhibition apace. This 
exhibition apace will be used to dls- 
and progress of printing and also to 
and progress of pining and also to 
shgw specimens of rare volumes from 
the Mussen and Mprgan colleotlocs. 
There will likewise be a collection of 
historical manuscripts and literary 
autographs, especially Canadian. 

The Redpath Library as It now 
stands has been ' considerably' Im- 
proved 1 and extended ibeyond the 
original plan as it was when re- 
ceived as. a gift to, McGill from Peter 
Redpath. ^t waa erected , in 1893, 
consisting of à large hall for reading, 
and having a stack of about 80,000 
volumes. In 1900 this stackage 
capacity was doubled and the upper 
portion of the addition was taken 
over at; a Law Library. 

At present the stacks Include 170,- 
000 volumes, which are constantly 
being added to, and as a consequence 
the quarters are found to be inade- 
quate to meet the growing needs of 
the University. The new wing will 
place the stacks, which wJH finally 
consist of eight stqr'es, opposite Mc 
Tavish Street, whjje the new roading 
room will face on the Campus. ' An 
entrance will be opened on the east 
side, and a few alterations will neces 
aarily have to be made In tho old 
building to join it to the new. 

The exterior of the addition will be 
of the same material as the present 
structure. By adhering to simplicity 
of design, expense has been kept 
within reasonable limits, $185,000 
being allotted "by the authorities for 
the extension.

During the past year the question 
of new buildings and other expendi- 
tures to be made, to place the Univer- 
sity on a sounder fooling, has been 
carefully gono into by Corporation, 
the result that some very ln- 
:stlng announcement* have al- 
' ready been made and others no less 
important will soon be made public. 

One of these which has been known 
for some time past, but which has not 
u yet been set forward in all its de- 
tails, is that of the construction of a 
aew Biology building. As many 
know, and as has been announced In 
other Montreal papers, a committee 
composed of throe men recently paid 
" a visit to the universities situated in 
the northern part of the United 
States, '.o study the various buildings 
devoted to rhysiology, Biology and 
allied subjects. This committee, con- 



sisting Of Professor Talt of the Physl 
ology Department, Professor Lloyd of 
Che Department of Biology, and K. H. 
IfaoDonald, architect, of the firm of 
Boss and MauDonald, have made an 
extensive report of their trip. 

The universities visited included 
euch as the Harvard Medical School, 
the Yale Medical School, Columbia, 
New York, the Rockefeller lustitute, 
the New York Botanical Gardens, 
"jjnlverslty of Cincinnati Medical 
School, University of Chicago, Uni- 
versity of Michigan and Toronto Uni- 
versity. 

Tho trip of inspection lasted about 
ft week and a half, and everywhere 
the committee were accorded the 
most courteous treatment and help. 
All the information desired was 
gladly given, and the advantages as 
well as the disadvantages of the vari- 
ous buildings were fully discussed by 
those in a position to know them. 
Oreat interest was expressed in the 
welfare and success of McGIU, which 
Is well known and well reputed iu 
that section of the country. Much 
valuable information was gleaned as 
a result of the trip, and tho careful 
study of each building will allow tho 
committee drawing up the plans to 
profit by tho mistakes of others and 
to Imitate thc'.r better measures. 

' The new building planned for Mc- 
Uill will take the form of an exten- 
sion to the "Olu Medical Building, 
which has for several years past 
proved Inadequate to meet the de- 
mands placed upon It. It is hoped 
that work will be begun this summer 
and that the addition will soon be 
ready for use. The combined edifice 
will be used to house the departments 
of Physiology, Biology, Biological 
Chemistry and Zoology, which are at 
present scattered over four University 
buildings. 

It is planned to change the ground 
floor, which is now orcupied by a 
• lecturo theatre and the Biological 
Chemistry Laboratory, into two large 
lecture rooms capable of comfortably 
Beating three hundred students. The 
present lecturo room will be some- 
what altered so as to provide better 
facilities for the lecturer and for his 
auditors. One of these will be on 
each side of the main hall. The 
locker room accommodation, which 
■ has been inadequate for a long timo 
. past, will in all likelihood be in- 
creased. 

t , K The laboratories of the Department 
of Biological Chemistry will most 
likely bo made in the extension, and 
will comprise the last word in modern 
1 workroom accommodation. Those of 
the Department of Physiology will re- 
main as they are at present, on the 
top' floor of tho building. They con- 
sist of two largo bright rooms, pro- 
viding space for many students, and 
are fitted out In a very complete 
manner. Great expenditure was In* 
▼olved during last summer in In- 
stalling the very latest and belt 
equipment. 

. Facilities for research laboratories 
■will be made in the new extension, 
which will be largely taken up by the 
Departments of Biology and Zoology. 
At present the Departments of Physi- 
ology and Biological Chemistry are 
housed in the Old Medical Building, 
while that of Biology resides in the 
New Medical Building. Tho Depart- 
ment of Zoology is less fortunate, as 
for many years past It has been forced 
to use the theatre in tho Redpath 
Museum as a le?ture room and two 
laboratories in tho east wing of the 
Arts Building for its practical 
classes. The centralization of allied 
sciences and the greater facilities 
offered by the new buildiDg will be a 
gcat benefit to the incoming classes 
in Arts and Medicine.

Education 
of a progressive nature is being 
carried on and furthered in the 
schools, he said, but they are being 
expected to carry a muoh heavier bur- 
den than is rightly theirs. 

"Our education," Dr. Smith said, "Is 
breaking down under tho excessive 
social demande on our young people."

It is quite true that we have several 
of the. mainstays of the last two 
seasons with us again in the fall, but 
at the same timo wo are losing such 
men as Capt Farthing.

Our only hope for 
next year is that some new men may 
be developed. Without doubt, there 
are a good number of men in the

Any man who plans to 
do anything at track should start not 
Inter than September 1st to do some 
jogging about three times a week. If 
he will do this he will be in shape to 
get down to' real training at once 
upon return to college. 

If there is any one way that we 
can Insure a championship team it is 
by the simple method outlined above. 
Then come back early, fully deter- 
mined to make a place on the team, 
or mako somo one else work to beat 
you out. 

The University Meot will be held 
on October Htb, during the Cen- 
tennial' Celebration, and must be 
made a big affair. As tho Inter- 
collegiate Meet' comes the following 
week, October 22nd, there will not be 
time for another tryoul, so the team 
will be picked from tho showing made 
at the University Meet. 

Everything points toward!! the 
keenest kind of competition for places 
on the team next fall. Practice will 
start, at the Stadium the middle of 
September, and every man who 
possibly can should be out at this 
time.. Everything depends on an 
early start 

The Stadium will be open to McGIH 
students all summer, ami any men 
who are in the r:ty should malt* good 
use of it Captain Kennedy and 
several other of the oidmen are going 
to work out this summer, and will 
give every rciistble help and encour- 
agement to new men. 

McGill's - chances for the 1921 
Track Title, are as good, but no better 
than Toronto's. Let's give " Old 
McGIU " our best, so that as the sun 
sinks behind the western horizon on 
the evening ' of October 22nd, 1921, 
there will be no occasion for regret 
in the McGill Camp.

It is particularly satisfying, in such 
a time of social and international dis- 
turbance as the present, to hear that 
there is some positive good being ac- 
complished, and it Is still more so 
when we realize that this consists in 
an effort to keep the spirit of Old 
McGill alive, in a far country, by a 
small group of loyal young graduates. 

It is not known generally that Mc- 
Gill has three graduates representing 
her at the University of Paris at tho 
present time. Those men, all promin- 
ent in their undergraduate days, may 
still be remembered by some of the 
present student body. They are: 
Robertson, Law '20; Singer, Law '19, 
and Mouquin, Science '19. 

It will be of at least historical in- 
terest to recount how these threo sons 
of the Red and White finally met, and 
it will aérvè at' the same time to show 
the rteed of an organization such as 
the Graduates' Society, formed for the 
glory ; of our Arma Matëf." 

The mutual meeting of the trio bor- 
ders on the miraculous. Mouquin had 
hardly been in Paris more than an 
hour ; when Singer., accosted, him on 
the Rue Cambon. , This happened on 
November 2nd, 1919. Tfeen on the. tenth 
of December, Robertson and Singer 
met in the Canadian Office. . It was 
not until the first of February , that 
the three assembled in solemn con- 
clave. This will serve- te- show how 
absolutely useless it is to be in a 
hurry in France. When we realize 
that in. the Faculty of Law alone there 
aro over ten thousand students, the 
difficulty of finding one another can 
be easily imagined. But the eternal 
ties that bind the sons of Old McGill 
were bound to surmount, these diffi- 
culties. The need of a closer under- 
standing and organization was obvious 
Tho first meeting under the shadow 
of the . door of the Faculty of Law, 
with the busts of Ctijas, PcAthler, 
Poniat, Dumoulin, Partalls, e/rges of 
Law, solemnly looking on, .was very 
improssive. The first act-was to adopt 
the Cafe Soufflet as-headquarlers, and 
the first official meeting was soon well 
under way. ..... , ,„ 

This organization, the "Cercle Mc- 
Gill a Paris," showed Itself worthy by 
its first official act, which was of a 
benevolent nature, namely, that a 
special medal be struck to be given for 
competition among the members of the 
Cercle Français and Socjete. Française 
of McGill, for the. best French trans- 
lation of the McGill yell, taking Into 
account the fidelity of the translation, 
phonetics, etc It Is hoped that this 
will be available for the first meeting 
next fall. The Cercle a Paris have had 
numerous occasions- on which to re- 
gret the non-existence -of this McGill 
classic in French- 
It need hardly be mentioned that 
acts of benevolence are not the - only 
functions of (he Parisian Cercle; ifs 
social function is undoubtedly very 
important, and given the geographical 
location and the spirit of Old McGill, 
need hardly bo gone into. 

The political functions are some- 
what limited by the. conservative 
policy so characteristic of our Alma 
.Mater, indeed not as active as is often 
the case even here at home. Yet It 
Is worthy of note to know that tho 
vice-president of the McGill Cercle is 
also vice-president of tho newly- 
formed "Canadian Students' Associa- 
tion in Paris." 

It has boon learned through other 
sources that besides the formal meet- 
ings there are a great many im- 
promptu affairs, where, over the odd 
"apcrtif" or "digestif," many places 
and even reminiscences are talked 
over. It is hoped • that this nowly- 
formcd branch of Old McGill in foreign 
land may spread the fame of our Alma 
Mater from the Pantheon to the Pcre 
Lachai8è.

A high degree of enthusiasm marked 
the recent elections in the Faculty of 
Medicine for Undergraduate Society 
officers for the coming year. From 
nine o'clock In the morning, when the 
pollls opened, till six o'clock in the 
evening, when the final call was nude, 
a steady stream of students, male and 
otherwise, kept the ballot clerka in a 
turmoil of work. 

TUb year witnessed the inaugura- 
tion of the new popular method of 
voting in the Medical Faculty. In past 
times officers were nominated at the 
annual meeting of the society and 
elected the same evening by a show 
of hands- This year the election was 
held by ballot, and as a result of the 
facilities afforded the voters, practi- 
cally every member of the society 
exercised the franchise. The total 
number of voters was in the neighbor- 
hood of five hundred. 

Each year has Its representative or 
representatives on the executive of the 
society. From the incoming fifth year 
the president, vice-president and case 
reporter are elected. From the incom- 
ing fourth year come the treasurer 
and councillor. The future third year 
supply the secretary, and the second 
year the assistant secretary. 

The nominations had been posted
